You are hereby notified to meet at the Town 
Hall in said Loudon on Tuesday, the thirteenth day 
of March, next at 9:00 of the clock in_ the 
forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


Articles #1 and #2 will be by ballot vote on Tuesday, 
March 13, 1990, between the hours of 9:00 A.M. and 7:00 
P.M. at the polls at the Loudon Town Hall. 


1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Zoning 
Ordinance of the Town of Loudon by adopting the 
following amendments: 


1) Amend Subsection 203.03, Uses Permitted by Special 
Exceptions in Village (V) District, to add the following: 
K. Cable television system facilities and/or 
accessories, provided such systems have a_ franchise 
agreement with the Town of Loudon per RSA 53-C. 


2) Amend Subscction 204.3, Uses Permitted by Special 
Exception in Rural Residential (RR) District, to add _ the 
following: 

Le Cable television system facilities and/or 
accessories, provided such systems have a franchise 
agreement with the Town of Loudon per RSA 53-C. 


3) Amend Subsection 206.3. Uses Permitted by Special 
Exception in Commercial Industrial (C/I) District, to add the 
following: 

N. Cable tclevision system facilities and/or 
accessories, provided such systems have a_ franchise 
agreement with the Town of Loudon per RSA 53-C. 
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4) Amend Subsection 205.3, Uses Permitted by Special 
Exception in Agriculture/Farm Preservation (AFP) District, 
to add the following: 


G. Cable television system facilities and/or 
accessories, provided such systems have a_ franchise 
agreement with the Town of Loudon per RSA 53-C. 


5) Amend Subsection 801.1 by deleting the present 
language in its entirety and replacing it with revised text, 
as follows:

3. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $15,000 for the purpose of developing a solid waste 
recycling facility and/or for the purchase of recycling 
equipment associated with the storage and recycling of 
glass items, with such monies to be withdrawn from _ the 
Solid Waste Facility Bond surplus. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $10,000 for facilities and/or equipment associated 
with the baling/shredding of recyclable materials, with 
such monies to be withdrawn from the Solid Waste Facility 
Bond surplus. 5

This article shall: (1) be used only for legal 
purposes for which a town may appropriate money; (2) 
require the Selectmen to hold a prior public hearing on 
the action to be taken; (3) not require the expenditure of 
other town funds; (4) be exempt from all provisions of RSA 
32 related to limitation and expenditure of town monies.

Total expenditures for any given budget year shall not 
exceed funds reasonably calculated to be derived by a tax 
rate so established in addition to other revenues generated 
by the town. This provision shall not limit the Town 
Council and administrative bodies from appropriately 
funding any programs or accounts mandated to be paid 
from town funds by state or federal law. 


Subsection: Exception to Budget Limitation. The total or 
any part of principal and interest payments of any 
municipal bond, whether established for school or town 
purposes, may be exempted from being included in the 
expenditures mentioned above only upon a vote’ in the 
affirmative by 75% or more of all registered voters of the 
Town of Loudon at a duly called public meeting. (By 
Petition) 


21. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
negotiate with the Tax Collector to establish an annual 
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salary not to exceed the total of salary plus fees and costs 
paid in the previous year, and to require that the Tax 
Collector deposit any fees or costs associated with the 
collection of taxes, into the general fund.

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SELECTMEN'S REPORT 
1989 


For the first time in several years, Loudon saw a distinct 
slowing of growth in residential development, and a 
Simultaneous increase in interest in commercial and 
industrial development. The economic downturn evident 
throughout the State appears to have dampened the actual 
creation or expansion of commercial/industrial properties 
which the Selectmen had hoped would ease the residential 
property tax burden. The single, most obvious exception to 
this assessment is New Hampshire International Speedway. 


The Speedway construction and renovation has_ been 
the source of significant controversy, and _ frequently 
provided lead articles for local news media. For those of 
you who have not been involved in any of the hearings or 
administrative procedures involving the . Speedway, the 
Selectmen are pleased to report that new owners of the 
track have proven themselves to be cooperative, generous, 
and appear to have a firm commitment to working with 
Wicd law enlorcement  sallfcw (PlOtectLol, | and rescue 
personnel to ensure that the Speedway and its activities 
can be a positive presence in this community. 


The Selectmen were pleased to see a decrease of several 
Colipe@ileetlCestaxe. ttc. aCCOUNIAD ess lOes all) Unexpected 
increase in the amount of foundation aid received by the 
Town, moderate expansion of the tax base, and _ the 
application of surplus revenues to offset the total dollars 
needed to be raised by taxes. The Board has little way of 
assessing what impact recent teacher salary increases, and 
the proposed school district bond for expansion and/or 
renovation at Loudon Elementary, Merrimack Valley 
Middle School and the Washington Street School may have 
on next year's taxes. The increased costs of Solid Waste 
handling and eventual closure of the old landfill must also 
be considered before any reasonable prediction can be 
made. 


Monies were appropriated at the 1989 Town Meeting for 
improvements on Ricker and Staniels Road in a continuing 
effort to rebuild and resurface rapidly deteriorating 
roadways’ throughout Loudon. The Road Agent, in 
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consultation with local land use boards and_ interested 
citizens, has begun developing a _ long-term plan _ for 
roadway reconstruction and bridge repair. The Selectmen 
wish to applaud the efforts of the Town Highway 
Department for their continued efforts to address safety 
concerns and improve travel conditions throughout town. 
Once again, the Board will ask your support for additional 
appropriations for paving, road rebuilding, and _ bridge 
improvements, including a _ substantial withdrawal from 
the Bridge Capital Reserve Fund ffor design and 
rehabilitation of one or more bridges on Lower Ridge Road. 


Waste disposal issues continue to be one of the most 
Significant problems faced by the Town. Opening of the 
Solid Waste Transfer Station and Disposal Facility are only 
several small steps in the process of cost-effective, 
environmentally sound waste disposal. During the past 
year, the Solid Waste Committee has dedicated countless 
hours to Transfer Station design, construction, application 
procedures, and development of a Solid Waste Ordinance. 


The Committee, in consultation with the Selectmen, has 
also designated a Recycling Subcommittee which has been 
studying the feasibility of instituting recycling projects to 
decrease the tonnage of waste the Town anticipates 
delivering to the Penacook Waste to Energy plant. The 
long-term goal of such recycling will include generating 
sufficient revenues to help off-set the escalating costs of 
solid waste handling and _ disposal. Evaluation of the 
existing landfill and requirements for closure’ will 
continue through 1990. Any unexpended funds for that 
purpose were encumbered and carried forward in _ this 
years budget in an attempt to lessen the impact that such 
activities might have on _ future appropriations and 
expenditures. 


The Police Department has successfully negotiated an 
agreement with the City of Concord for the part-time 
services of a trained prosecutor. When Loudon Municipal 
Court was discontinued, and the Town's court cases 
scheduled in Concord, the unfortunate result was that the 
day-shift officer was forced to spend several days each 
week in Concord District Court waiting for cases to be 
heard. Any of you familiar with court schedules knows 
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that hours may be spent waiting for a case, only to learn 
that it has been postponed or continued, at the request of 
the other party or for the convenience of the court. By 
utilizing a part-time prosecutor, Loudon officers will spend 
significantly less time in Concord, and more in Loudon 
providing the level of service and response we have come 
to expect. 


The Board received numerous suggestions on the best 
use for the property adjacent to the Town Beach which was 
purchased last year. The Board has determined the best 
short-term use of the property to be additional parking 
and construction of a picnic area. Work will continue 
through the late winter and early spring to rough out 
some sites for shaded picnic areas. For the time being, 
there will be no expansion of the actual beach area, as 
such expansion involves’ significant permitting and 
environmental! impact festudyowibelore -0t, tcouldi: be 
accomplished. 


The contract for construction of a cable television 
system to be built by AMRAC Cable Television has been 
substantially delayed. The Board had hoped that actual 
installation of the system might have been started this past 
year. These: PS NHeebankruptcy, aaction« hindered «yithe 
contractor in completing "make _ ready". To further 
complicate matters, the site chosen by the contractor for 
location of the reception/transmission equipment was in 
the AFP District. Present zoning, however, will not permit 
that use. The project will have to be put on hold until 
certain zoning and land use questions can be _ resolved. 
Your careful consideration of Article 2 in the warrant is 
urged. 


The Selectmen have encumbered unexpended monies 
authorized by Article #15 during the 1989 Town Mecting 
for property liability and risk management activities. The 
most significant expenditures to date include fire 
extinguishers and an alarm system for the Maxfield Public 
Library. The Board had hoped to install a handicapped 
access ramp at the Town offices on Village Road. When 
this project was put out to bid, only one bid was reccived, 
and was subsequently rejected by the Selectmen. The 
Board intends to bid the ramp again this year, and will 
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plan to expend encumbered funds for that purpose. The 
Board also asks your support in appropriating an 
additional $5,000 to continue with the risk management 
activities consistent with the Risk Management Analysis 
conducted in July, 1988 by the New Hampshire Municipal 
Association Property Liability Trust, the Town's property 
liability insurer. 

In December, 1989, representatives of the committee 
appointed under Article 11, as amended, at Town Meeting 
in 1989, reported their findings. They recommended that 
the Town approve the position of Administrative Assistant, 
and that the Town establish such position at a salary of 
$31,000 to $35,000 per year. The Board, in late December, 
voted to take their recommendation under advisement. In 
so doing, the Board decided that insufficient time remained 
between the close of the year and Town Meeting to 
construct a job description upon which to develop an 
article establishing such position, or upon which to 
recruit an experienced municipal administrative assistant 
to fulfill those duties. 


As part of the budget, you will notice that annual 
salaries for Planning Board members and Zoning Board of 
Adjustment members have been increased from $100 per 
year to $200 per year, and the stipend to Trustees of the 
Trust Funds increased from $100 per year to $150 per year. 
The individuals who hold these positions do so as a matter 
of public service. We can never hope to. properly 
compensate these persons for the job they do, or the hours 
they dedicate to the work they accomplish. The Board of 
Selectmen believe, however, that the Town should take 
whatever small measures it can to recognize and applaud 
their efforts. 


In reviewing the articles’ presented for your 
consideration at Town Meeting, the Selectmen ask that you 
give serious thought to the financial impact of Articles 5, 
24 and 25. Articles 24 and 25 suggest increasing the 
vetcrans’ exemption on primary residential property from 
$50 to $100 per year, and increasing the exemption for 
disabled veterans from $700 to $1,400 per year. These 
exemptions apply as well to the spouse or surviving spouse 
of a veteran. In this past budget year, the exemptions for 
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veterans totalled $16,950.00. If these articles were to pass, 
the over-all reduction in monies raised by taxes raised 
would be $33,900.00. The revenues lost by passage of these 
articles would need to be raised by increasing the tax rate 
for all other property. 


Article 5 is a familiar piece of business presented at 
each year's annual meeting, and generally recommended 
for passage by the Selectmen. In consultation with legal 
counsel and the Department of Revenue Administration, 
we have been advised to recommend that allowing a 2% 
discount for payment of taxes within 30 days of 
presentation of the tax bill be defeated. Ever-increasing 
numbers of tax-payers have begun depositing taxes in 
escrow accounts and having the taxes paid by the bank or 
mortgage company. Unfortunately, most of those 
companies fail to take the 2% discount for early payment, 
requiring that the Town initiate or respond- to requests for 
refund of the discounts not taken. The refund process is 
time-consuming and costly. Additionally, we have been 
advised that by allowing a 2% discount, we are required to 
raise an actual 102% of appropriations, rather than 100%, 
and are providing an unfair advantage to those who can 
afford to pay early, and imposing an unfair burden on 
those who cannot make payment within 30 days of 
presentation of the bill. We believe that the savings 
realized by eliminating the 2% discount can be passed on to 
the town as a whole. 


Finally, you will note that the budget is presented in a 
different format from that you've seen in the _ past. 
Generally, budgets are prepared in the MS-5 format, a form 
developed by the Municipal Services Division of the 
Department of Revenue Administration. The budget 
presented in this year's report is a copy of the detailed 
budget from which the Selectmen are now workinz, and 
which was generated by the computer system purchased 
last year. We believe this format, because of the extensive 
and detailed reporting of appropriations and expenditures 
by department, will give a much clearer picture of the 
Town's business through the year.

AUDITORS REPORT 


Plodzik & Sanderson, Professional Association 
Accountants & Auditors 


We have audited the financial statements of the Town of 
Loudon for the year ended December 31, 1989 and have 
issued our report thereon dated February 3, 1990. In 
connection with our audit, we reviewed and tested the 
Town's systems of internal accounting control and 
Operating procedures to the extent we _ considered 
necessary to evaluate the systems as required by generally 
accepted auditing standards. The purpose of our review of 
these systems was not to express an opinion’ on _ internal 
accounting control, and it would not necessarily disclose 
all weaknesses in the system. 


In the following paragraphs, we present our comments 
and recommendations for improving specific aspects of 
the Town's systems and procedures. We also refer you to 
the Appendix to this letter which explains the purpose of 
our review, its limitations, and the professional standards 
involved. 


GENERAL 


Typically, a report of this type places a_ greater 
emphasis on findings of a critical nature. Therefore, to 
put our comments and recommendations in_ proper 
perspective, it should be noted that the weaknesses 
observed are not necessarily the result’ of ‘poor 
management. Oftentimes, they are due to factors outside 
the control of the Town's personnel, such as organizational 
restrictions, budgetary limitations, or inadequate software 
systems. We have noted many positive aspects of the 
Town's financial management and _ procedures which are 
not set forth in this report. 


FOLLOW-UP ON PRIOR YEAR'S RECOMMENDATIONS 


Gencrally , we were pleased by the condition of the 
Town's financial .records.. for “the ‘fiscal’ year (endaea 
December 31, 1989. While we again assisted the Town 
Bookkeeper in making adjustments to close and _ reconcile 
the accounting records for the year, accounting entries 
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were up to date and in much better form than has been our 
experience in prior years. We are encouraged by the 
continuing efforts of the Town relative to improving 
accounting and administrative systems and expect that 
these improvements will continue in the normal course of 
Operations during the current fiscal year. 


In working with the Town's software vendor on 
informational needs for audit purposes, we have suggested 
several modifications in the new system to _ correct 
deficiencies therein and to assist the Town Bookkeeper and 
Tax Collector in carrying out their responsibilities more 
efficiently. Some of these changes have already been 
undertaken by the programmers. 


TAX COLLECTOR'S RECORDS 


As in previous years, the Town has experienced several 
Tax Collector changes during the current fiscal year. 
While, at the time of our audit, it appeared that the new 
Collector was making efforts to learn the many legal and 
administrative responsibilities of the office, tax accounts 
had not been reconciled. We realize that the learning 
process will take time and should continue to improve in 
relation to experience. However, it is imperative that a 
routine effort be made and that the Collector seek 
assistance if monthly reconciliations cannot be completed 
in a timely fashion. In an effort to be of service to the 
Town in closing the 1989 year, we assisted the Collector in 
balancing accounts and have instructed her in_ the 
performance and importance of monthly reconciliations 
of the subsidiary tax records, and stressed the need for 
communication with the Town Bookkeeper as a 
verification of those balances in the Town's. general 
ledger. We have also suggested that the Collector assume a 
more responsible role for overseeing the completion of 
these activities. 


In this regard, we recommend that formal training of 
the Collector in the use of the new computer system be 
continued until these functions can be performed 
routinely. Also, we have recommended that the Collector 
provide a formal written reconciliation of accounts cach 
month to the Bookkeeper as_ verification that these 
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procedures have been followed. As in prior years, we 
would be happy to assist the Town with the training of 
personnel if needed. 


TRUST FUNDS 


During the course of our audit, it came to our attention 
that Trust Fund investments in mutual funds were not on 
the State Banking Commission's legal list. 


We recommend that Trustees convert these assets to 
ones that are legally acceptable. 


In closing, we would like to express our appreciation to 
those persons whose cooperation and assistance during the 
course of our audit have helped us to achieve efficiencies 
in completing our audit.

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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT REPORT 


This past year has proved to be very productive for the 
Town Road Crew. Although the Transfer Station took up 
more time than expected, we managed to complete most of 
last years goals. 


Ricker and Staniels Roads project is now 75% completed. 
Staniels Road has been paved to the Ricker Road 
Intersection. Ricker Road subgrade is near completion and 
hopefully will be paved by early summer. 


In addition, 6 miles of shimming and oiling was 
accomplished on various tar roads. Due to ice damage in 
the winter of 1988-1989 winter, many culverts were 
replaced. Two major projects are slated for next year. The 
first is Academy Brook Bridge. For anyone not familiar, it 
is located just north of G&G Repair on Lower Ridge Road. 
New rails and deck are on the Agenda. The second is 
upgrading School Street which has been deteriorating fast 
due to heavy high traffic volume and winter damage. 


Many Towns people in the past have asked what they 
can do to make our job a little easier. The greatest resource 
we have for snow and ice removal is the sun. When the 
plowing and salt sand mixture has been completed after a 
storm, you might have noticed that some areas clear up 
quickly while others remain icy and snow covered. 
During winter months a tree that is located close to the 
road; Vdepending® on” the. height; can’ cast a) snadow 
completely covering a section. We're not asking for clear 
cutting your property, but if you burn wood or need 
lumber, why not attempt some close to the road. It would 
be much appreciated. 


The Town Crew wants to thank all for allowing us to 


purchase last years new truck. It has enabled us to 
maintain more productivity and safety during this winter.

We have almost 
eliminated trash not generated in Loudon saving the town 
unneeded expenses. 


This upcoming year will bring more changes with 
recycling. Any suggestions or comments are always 
appreciated.

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1989-1990 REPORT 
of the 
SOLID WASTE COMMITTEE 


This past year the Solid Waste Committee saw the results 
of their efforts of the last four years. 


At last year's Town Meeting, the Town voted to raise the 
appropriate funding for the construction of a solid waste 
transfer station in the amount of $500,000. 


Bids for construction were received and the successful 
low bid was submitted by Bonnette, Page and Stone in the 
amount of $298,000. Items such as the transfer trailers, 
septic system, well and tractor were 
constructed/purchased under a_ separate contract. It is 
anticipated that final costs of the transfer station will be 
substantially less than the bond limit of $500,000 
authorized. 


Construction started in June and was_ substantially 
complete in November. In response to receiving 
unacceptable bids for hauling the transfer trailers to 
Penacook, the Selectmen authorized the purchase of a used 
truck so the Town could perform the hauling’ using 
Highway Department staff. 


Since the start of the facility, the average weekly 
tonnage (for the first "20 “weeks) delivered@ 10) the 
Cooperative has been 35 tons per week. Of this, an average 
of 7 tons per week is delivered by commercial haulers. 


So far, operations at the transfer station have gone 
well. Most residents are complying with the general rules 
and regulations. Everyone's cooperation is appreciated. 


Current charges from Penacook are $36.45 per ton. 
This year, the Town will start recycling on a_ voluntary 
basis. For every ton of waste recycled, not only do we avoid 
the cost of $36.45, but the Town can actually accrue income 
from most recycling materials. 
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The Solid Waste Committee intends to immediately 
implement a low cost voluntary recycling effort at the 
Transfer Station. We intend to begin collecting aluminum 
cans (a high salvage value item), then start glass bottle 
recycling and eventually recycle whatever is_ feasible. 
There is strong indication nationally and in New 
Hampshire that recycling may become a mandatory way of 
life. The Committee would like to be prepared for that day. 


The Warrant contains two articles requesting 
appropriations for the purpose of purchasing equipment 
for an evolving recycling program. The Solid Waste 
Committee requests your support of those articles. 


Now that the transfer station is on line, there are other 
aspects of solid waste disposal that have to be addressed. 
The landfill closure plan, which was originally started but 
put on hold when the Town's attention was placed on the 
transfer station construction, must now be _ completed. 
Activities that must take place include the installation of 
additional groundwater monitoring wells, groundwater 
sampling, and possibly borings in the old landfill. The 
purpose of these activities will be to determine if 
contamination of the groundwater below the landfill has 
occurred. The final requirements for closure will depend 
on what the groundwater monitoring and sampling show. 


The groundwater monitoring wells and sampling will 
probably take place this summer. Additional engineering 
will then be required to determine what will be necessary 
to meet the requirements of the New Hampshire 
Department of Environmental Services. Actual implemen- 
tation of the closure will not take place until 1991 or 
possibly 1992. The closure will require capping of the old 
landfill as a minimum. If excessive contamination of the 
groundwater table has occurred, the State could require 
the construction of a groundwater cut-off trench or 
removal of the buried trash and replacement of the trash 
after adequate separation is installed between the ground- 
water table and the trash. If those measures are required, 
the cost of closure could be very high. 


There are no additional funds required for continuing 
the landfill closure plans as the Capital Reserve accounts 
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established in 1987 continue to serve the closure plan 
purposes. 


The Selectmen will be enacting a Solid Waste Ordinance 
soon, aS was authorized by vote at last years Town Meeting. 
That ordinance will regulate the handling of solid waste in 
the Town as_ required by or agreement with the 
Cooperative. 


The Solid Waste Committee appreciates the support and 
cooperation of the residents in helping to make the 
Transfer Station successful. Your efforts are essential to a 
safe and successful operation. Everyone should make 
themselves familiar with the current interim’ regulations 
and the ordinance to be sure that unacceptable materials 
are not delivered to the Transfer Station. 


The Committee meets bi-weekly and welcomes your 
suggestions, comments, and questions. 


As a final note, the current Committee would like to 
thank all past members of the Committee for their efforts 
in working toward the opening of the Transfer Station, a 
major benefit to our fellow citizens and our shared 
environment.

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RECYCLING COMMITTEE 
ANNUAL REPORT 


With the opening of the Transfer Station and _ its 
associated tipping fees, a recycling subcommittee has been 
formed with an aluminum recycling program underway. 
The subcommittee will also be undertaking a glass, and 
possibly a paper and corrugated program during 1990. The 
programs have required a great deal of research to make 
them cost effective and to maximize revenues. The purpose 
is not only to generate income from the_ recyclable 
products but also to reduce the waste stream being sent to 
Penacook, saving a minimum of $36/ton in fees as well as 
being beneficial to our environment. 


All programs are voluntary at this time, although with 
the Federal Environmental Agency becoming more 
stringent, as well as the State, we anticipate mandatory 
recycling will be in our future. 


The subcommittee will also be applying for some State 
matching funds to assist us in purchasing machinery and 
materials for these programs. 


Since the Subcommittee is very small at this time, any 
resident who would like to volunteer to serve would be 
very welcome. We need everyone's cooperation to make 
this work.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


The Loudon Police Department consists of the Police 
Chief, three full time officers and eight part-time officers. 
Every Officer is certified with NH Police Standards and 
Training and has qualified with firearms. One of our 
Officers, which serves as prosecutor in Concord District 
Court over the past year, has worked on an average of 
thirty hours per week solely on court related documents. 
This year the City of Concord has made it possible for us to 
utilize their Prosecuting Attorney to process our cases, 
allowing our Officer to be back on road patrolling where 
he belongs. 

There were a total of 6,440 calls through Merrimack 
County Dispatch and a total of 14,587 radio transmissions 
making Loudon the third largest user of the dispatch 
center. There are thirteen towns within the Dispatch 
Center along with the Sheriffs Department. 

I would like to thank Ed Sleeper for the use of his police 
motorcycle that he has donated for many years. It's a 
tremendous asset during the race weekend. 

Most of all I want to thank the residents of Loudon for 
their continued support last year at town meeting. It 
makes my job all worth while knowing that the residents 
of Loudon and the Selectmen are behind me. 

Remember we are here 24 hours a day to serve you.

The year 1989 proved to be one of the busiest years ever for the 
rescue squad. All of our active members continued to train and 
improve their skills. Included in the membership is one Paramedic 
and one EMT Intermediate, which will further our advanced life 
support abilities. The squad is looking forward to spring when the 
five new members currently in training will become licensed 
Emergency Medical Technicians. 

January 1, 1990 marks not only the fiftieth anniversary year of 
the fire department, but the beginning of the rescue squad's second 
decade of dedicated service. It all started with only a few members 
that operated out of one compartment of Engine One. Some people 
thought the squad would not last, but tenacity and determination by 
my predecessors, both squad members and directors, helped build 
this town's rescue squad into a team of dedicated, well trained 
rescue technicians. One thing must be added to complete this 
statement: without the tremendous support of the town's people 
this squad would have died long ago. Thank you letters from people 
helped by the rescue squad go a long way. But, the truth is we have 
to thank you for all of your help and support. 

The addition of a new rescue vehicle is greatly appreciated. We 
can now get to everything on the truck quickly and without digging 
Out many items in the way, which further improves effective care. 
Also, the extra space enables us to add and upgrade some of our 
equipment. 

The heart defibrillator continues to be a useful and important 
piece of equipment. It is comforting to know that we can do more 
than just CPR for heart patients. We currently have six EMT's 
certified and intend to get more of the squad certified to use the 
defibrillator over the coming year. 

Finally, I would like to remind everyone that the rescue squad 
is still a volunteer operation and we are always looking for new 
people willing to lend a hand to a neighbor by joining our team. If 
anyone has any questions about the squad or would like to get 
involved and become a member, feel free to call me at 783-4836 or 
contact any member of the Fire Department.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


One glance at our building will give an idea of our 
space dilemma. Providing space for close to 8,000 books 
(plus magazines), study and work tables, card catalogs, 
circulation desk, and a spot for the pre-schoolers to enjoy 
their weekly story hours, becomes more difficult each day. 


In 1989, on average, more than 1,000 books were 
borrowed each month, bringing the total circulation to 8% 
above that of 1988. In 1988, we were still seeing weekly 
visits from the Loudon Grade School classes. The largest 
increase in 1989 was in the use of adult fiction and 
nonfiction. An improved selection of materials (nearly 
1,000 books were added to the shelves) may account for 
much of the increase. However, a ripple effect from the 
$65.00 out-of-town borrower's fee at the Concord Public 
Library may also be a factor. 


The 259 books we borrowed from libraries statewide 
represent a 70% increase over those borrowed in 1988. 
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Those interlibrary loans are time-consuming, but essential 
to supplement our own collection. The Friends of the 
Library have begun to put aside funds to help buy a 
computer. All of their quilt raffle proceeds are slated for 
this use. Immediate access to the State Library's database 
will give us the location of a book or article and make 
possible a much faster borrowing process. Other uses 
range from easier record keeping of circulation 
information and overdue notices to cataloging and book 
selection aids. 


There were 150 new borrowers registered in 1989. To 
comply with a state confidentiality law [NH RSA 201-D:11] 
and to update our records, we are _ re-registering all 
borrowers. Books are now charged out by number rather 
than by signature. Updating your card will also ensure 
that you receive the library newsletter with new book 
listings and upcoming program dates. 


We are grateful to the friends and family of Hiram Cate 
who gave to the library in his memory. Those funds have 
provided us with new wall units in the adult area. Ralph 
Maguire's excellent craftsmanship does justice to. the 
memory of Mr. Cate who was himself a fine woodworker. 


Richard Zinno's. painstaking work in moving the 
circulation desk reused the original wood while improving 
access to the adult area. Space is also being used more 
effectively in the children's room thanks to Bob Ordway 
and Bob Hendy who volunteered in building new 
bookcases. Until the building expansion fund is _ large 
enough to be put to use, ingenuity in careful use of 
existing space will have to get us by. 


Thanks once more to all who helped the library in 1989. 
Laurel Lehan provided us with summer flowers. John Rice 
and his men did a great job with snow removal and 
grounds maintenance. The American Legion Post #88 
extended the use of their hall for several library programs 
as well as for the Friends' "Spring Fever Fair", their major 
fund raiser (scheduled for May 23, from 9-1, in 1990). The 
P.T.O. was generous in co-sponsoring the Summer Reading 
Program. Gifts from Pat Ordway, Joan Malfait, and Debbie 
Wilcox provided us with new books. 
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We appreciate the interest and support from all those 
who joined the Friends this year. Their efforts make an 
enormous difference in speeding up the rate of progress at 
our library. Special thanks to Story Hour volunteers Vicki 
Whittemore, Michelle Toronto, Jean Nelson, Pat Ordway and 
Irene Cadrette. Irene has truly proved to be a "friend" by 
devoting so many caring hours of work to the library. 


Please remember that we operate on a tight budget. To 
anyone out there with OVERDUE BOOKS, save us time and 
postage and return them. Fines are still only 2¢ per day up 
to a maximum of $3.00 per book. Overdue books may be left 
in the book return box. You will feel great relief when 
you take care of this matter.

LOUDON HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


The Loudon Historical Society is about to complete its 
first year. We have met at least once a month with six to 
fifteen members in attendance. To date we have operated 
with an interim slate of officers while attempting to 
increase participation. 


As a result of the article approved by the voters at the 
1989 Town Meeting, the Society secured the services of Mr. 
David Ruell of Ashland, NH as consultant to do the 
necessary work to place the Loudon Town Hal! on the 
National Register as a historical site. Mr. Ruell anticipates 
that the final packet will be completed and forwarded to 
the New Hampshire Division of Historical Resources by 
March 1, 1990. (This will conclude Mr. Ruell's 
involvement.) The packet will proceed to the State 
Historical Board, and then to the National Register Board. 
We are pleased to report that Mr. Ruell's fee will be 
approximately $1200, which is $800 less than authorized by 
the article. 


The Society has begun its program of oral _ histories 
whereby senior residents of our town are being asked to 
share their recollections and knowledge of years past in a 
tape recorded interview. A tape recorder has_ been 
acquired by the Society for this purpose and_ several 
interviews have already been conducted. This will be an 
ongoing project and anyone wishing to become involved 
please contract us. 


There are many more important projects to work on, 
including restoration and preservation of the Town's early 
records which date back to 1773; the history of the Loudon 
school system; and a history of the Town. We are fortunate 
to have a complete set of town records to work with. 


We intend to create a museum of Loudon history and, to 
this end, your donations or loan of pertinent artifacts are 
necessary. Please call to discuss anything you may wish to 
contribute to the Society. We will explain the various 
conditions under which you may make an item available to 
the Society.

Last fall we visited the Boscawen Historical Society 
Museum. It was a most informative experience. Their 
huge collection contains many old and historic articles 
such as photographs, portraits and pictures of businesses, 
farms and homes long since gone; fire department and post 
office paraphernalia; business signs, flags, post cards and 
books; early dresses, hats, military decorations and 
uniforms, swords and guns, paper documents and pottery. 
They also display old furniture, jewelry, dolls and toys, and 
tools used in the mills, sap houses and farms. This is just a 
sampling of what can be included in a historical museum. 
The Loudon Society will be manning a table at the 
Boscawen Historical Society's annual flea market on March 
17, 1990.

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LOUDON RECREATION COMMITTEE 


The Loudon Recreation Committee had a busy year 
Overseeing the completion of the two new baseball/softball 
fields combinations and the regulation size soccer field at 
the Loudon Recreation Area behind the Town Office 
Building. The Department also conducted its traditional 4 
week summer playground program which follows the 
Town's 3 week swimming lesson program sponsored by the 
P.T.O. and this year, for the first time, we also offered the 
town residents tennis lessons under the Homer LaBonte 
Instructional Tennis Program. 


Loudon Recreation Area Development 


The initial stages of the construction of the Loudon 
Recreation Area were completed this summer. The town 
now has two new skinned infield balk fields, one of 
regulation baseball size and one of little league size. Both 
fields can also be used for softball games. In addition a 
regulation soccer field has been built between the two ball 
fields. Four sets of portable bleachers were also installed 
and the Recreation Committee will be installing picnic 
tables and grills this spring. The project also includes two 
all weather tennis courts and a regulation high school 
basketball court which we previously completed. These 
facilities were completed satisfactorily under the Federal 
50/50 Land and Water Conservation Grant that we received 
to construct these facilities. The National Park Service 
through the New Hampshire State Parks and Recreation 
Department sent a letter to the town congratulating them 
on a fine project, the way it was handled and the financial 
accountability upon close out of the project. 


The Recreation Committee is desperately in need of 
volunteers this spring to help’ install playzround 
equipment which was donated to the town for the Loudon 
Recreation Area. Volunteers may sign up by contacting 
any of the Recreation Committee members or _ the 
Selectmen. We also hope to see the fields overseeded this 
spring and the enlargement of the parking lot, along with 
the construction of a nature trail if someone will volunteer 
to head up the trail project. 
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Summer Playground Report 


With the completion of the addition of the Loudon 
Elementary School the Summer Playground Program found 
itself back at the local school thanks to the cooperation of 
the School Board and Principal. This year's summer 
program had a total registration of over 75 children 
between the ages of 7 to 14. Daily attendance ranged from 
40 plus to one slow day of ten. 


Kelly Judge, the assistant director, came prepared each 
day for craft activities. She worked well with the children 
and was especially good at working with shy or withdrawn 
children. Her activities included gimp braiding for 
bracelets and necklaces, sand painting, macaroni art, kites, 
windsocks, rock art, paper sculpturing, and much more. 


Scott Hamilton, our returning director, supervised 
Outside activities consisting of baseball, softball, 
whiffleball, kickball, dodgeball, and kick and _ catch. 
Emphasis in the competitive games was on spirit and 
encouraging others. 


Tourney games were held all four Fridays with a 
running score for all who participated. The Roller Racer 
competition was won by Matt Magoon, age 8, and the Hot 
Shot basketball competition was won by Doug Cate, age 11. 


Other exciting activities and events included visits to 
the Loudon Fire Department and Library, trips _ for 
swimming to three state parks, Pet Rock Races, Mock 
Olympics, Mystery and Nature Days, Bike Rodeos and 
numerous contests including Bubblegum Day. All in all it 
was a super summer for those children who daily took 
advantage of the program. A special thanks goes to Scott 
Hamilton our director for the last three summers. Mr. 
Hamilton has moved to Connecticut so we will be seeking 
new staff this year. If interested, contact the Recreation 
Committee. 


We are also pleased to inform you of our first successful 
year at providing tennis instruction for Loudon youths 
and adults. The Homer LaBonte Loudon’ Tennis 
Instructional Program took off on July 15, 1989 for six 
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consecutive Saturday mornings. A _ special thanks to Mrs. 
Homer LaBonte for sponsoring this project in memory of 
her husband. 


The participants were in small numbers this year and 
all with varying degrees of skill. |The instructor, Matt 
Pope, was exceptional as he was able to instruct all ages 
and levels of skill. 


We hope to have a greater turn out in registration this 
spring and summer as well as have Matt Pope retum as our 
instructor. 


The Loudon Recreation Committee wishes to again 
extend a Special Thanks to the Loudon Youth Athletic 
Association, its officers, directors, coaches, sponsors and 
volunteers who make the youth sports program possible. 
Without all of their hard work and dedicatjon it would not 
be possible to have such a fine youth sports program in 
our Community.

LOUDON CONSERVATION COMMISSION 
REPORT FOR 1989 


The Conservation. Commission was quite active this 
year, having reviewed and processed ten dredge and fill 
applications, the largest of which is a major project at NH 
Speedway, formerly Bryar Motorsport Track where the 
entire operation is in the area of Guess Meadow Brook and 
its associated wetlands. This particular project has 
required many on-site inspections and meetings with the 
owners, the State Wetlands Board, and the engineering 
firms involved in the job. 

Another major impact project this year was Hoit Pond 
off Currier Road. The Commission, the owner, and several 
neighbors were involved in the contour mapping of the 45 
Acre body of water, to gather information for ongoing 
negotiation with the State of New Hampshire Water 
Resource Board to retain the pond in its present state. A 
major clean-up of debris from the dam area, to be 
completed this Fall, will assist the owner in complying 
with the safety engineers assessment of what is requires. 

The Commission continued to be active with the Land 
Conservation Investment Program both on a local and 
State-wide basis which has resulted with the David Osborne 
Farm on Upper City Road, having been accepted in the 
program. Discussions are also underway with several of 
the landowners in the area to protect additional acreage. 

This year the Commission had a representative on the 
Solid Waste Committee to help initiate a recycling program.
